U nest ions of other countries about 
the R eich’s rearm am ent program. 
'Hie instructions "apparently cause 
the defendants considerable am use­ 
m ent,” Alderman commented to the 
court. 
Charging that German schem ing

Marted "soon after World War I," 
Alderman 
subm itted 
documents 
which lip said proved that in the 
very m onth that Hitler came into 
power, Hie Germ an navy proposed 
building a great arms industry by 
selling m unitions to other nations.

Listing step by step German plans 
for Reich dom ination of Europe, As­ 
sistant U. S. Prosecutor Sidney S 
Alderman said the early schem es 
were of modest origin and fantastic 
nature” but develojred into a real 
threat with the rise of Hitler. 
German war preparation. Alder­ 
man asserted, "could have been in ­ 
terrupted at several points."

Churchill spoke with the longue of 
a prophet. England gave her blood j ' 
She gave her tears until they ran 
dry But though that phase of the 
war is in the background, thole still 
remain* the sweat. 
England la facing a long period of 
*weat and privation which may be 
even harder to bear than the trials 
of war, because the stimulus of the 
battlefield and the urge for self­ 
defence are lacking. 
Need Essentials 
Yesterday Mrs 
Mac and I told 
you that the people of England are 
mighty tired and more than a bit 
discouraged because there Is no sign 
of any rebel In the way of better 
food or ethel necessities. They had 
thought that once the war was over 
these 
things would 
improve—but 
that is not so. 
The reason for this is one of Hie 
unusual developments of the war 
England’s foreign trade Is her life­ 
blood. Naturally she last most of it 
during the conflict because her re­ 
sources were wholly directed to war 
p u rp o ses. Now she Is faced with the 
problem (I) ol restoring that ail- 
important foreign trade, and (2) 
giving 
the 
home 
population 
the 
thousand-and-one things they need 
atter more than Ave years of war 
and she can't do both at the same 
tune. 
Sacrifice And Sweat 
Tile upshot of this is that the gov­ 
ernment has decided to devote most 
of its manufactures to foreign mar­ 
kets. In short, it is calling on a very 
weary population for a lot more sac­ 
rifice and sweat. There is to be a 
battle royal for world markets. 
Committees have been appointed 
Sir Stafford (austerity) Cripps says; 
the purpose of these committees Is 
to "get industry In the position to 
m e e t the very hard competition they 
are going to meet In about two years' 
tim e’ He states that all major in­ 
dustries of the country a re going to 
be lined up. These in c lu d e cotton, 
pottery, furniture, hosiery, boots and 
shoes. 
It takes a fair amount to make 
John Bull laugh these days, but he 
developed a broad grin over an in­ 
cident that befell Sir Stafford while 
addressing leaders of the automobile 
industry.
